The British government has replied to questions 
in parliament by saying that protests have been 
made to the United States and Japan against the 
elevation of guns. The British stick to it that 
this would violate the Washington agreement. 
Then the Washington agreement is a humbug and 
a mighty dangerous one to the United States. 

A ratio of battleship tonnage means nothing. If 
that is all ‘the agreement provides its language 
cheats its purpose... The American battleships are 
outsteamed and™“outranged and would be out- 
fought by the British. The American navy is not 
on a parity with Great Britain. Its relation to the 
Japanese depends on the scene of action. In the 
far Pacific it would be inferior.

growers were victims of a heavy 

rain and wind storm that came 
across Green Bay early this morning 
damaging thousands of trees heavily 
loaded with fruit. Along the road side 
throughout the fruit growing section 
around Sturgeon Bay, Egg Harbor, 
Fish Creek, and Ephraim, where there 
are thousands of acres of orchards, 
cherry trees were left sprawling on the 
ground. An estimate has not yet been 
made of the extent of the losses. Much 
of the fruit is bruised. 

Anticipating the storm, orchardists 
kept extra forces of pickers at work 
until late yesterday in order to save 
as much of the crop as possible. The 
canning factory at Sturgeon Bay was 
kept running at full speed all night, 
closing at 6:30 this morning. For- 
tunately the peak of the early cherry 
harvesting season is over. 

The storm this morning was a severe 
blow to the orchard owners. A hail 
storm that struck the peninsula a few 
weeks ago damaged several] thousand 
dollars worth of fruits, particularly in 
the apple orchards. Much of the loss, 
however, was covered by insurance. 

The oat crop on the peninsula 


is fair, but the corn is late.
